NEW DEAL AIM 


Treasury Department Data send British observers to thei! 


Shows He Has Spent 
20 Billions 


WASHINGTON, May 26—Trea- 
sury Department statistics show- 
ed today that the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration has spent more than 
$20,312,000,000 for recovery, relief 
and other New Deal projects 
since 1933. 

This spending is almost entirely 
responsible for the increase in the 
national debt from $20.937,350,964 
when President Hoover left 
in March, 1933, to $37,459,475,365 on 
May 13. The recent statement by 
Acting Budget Director Daniel W. 
Bell that the deficit in the next fis- 
cal year might be approximate! 
$3,700,000,000 indicated a national 
debt in excess of $40,000,000,000 by 
June 30, 1939—about twice the in- 
debtedness bequeathed to the New 
Deal by Mr. Hoover

In yesterday's article T discussed some of the 
diseases of the nose and today’s article will deal 
with some of the common nose and throat con- 
ditions. 

At this time of year, many people find hay 
fever troublesome. The patient complains of 
such symptoms as sneezing, a sense of fulnes in 
the eyes, dryness and itching of the nose, the 
presence of a watery discharge which is annoy- 
ing, interference with breathing, and a loss of 
the normal sense of well-being. There may be 
a dull ache through the front of the head and a 
tired feeling in the morning. 

The attacks of hay fever may be seasonal, oc- 
curring at definite times or may continue 
throughout the year. Hay fever may follow ex- 
posure to the pollen of various plants and other 
substances, but I do not consider such exposure 
the main cause. The principal cause is of consti- 
tutional origin and comes from the irritating 
discharge of toxins through the mucous mem- 
brane. This disorder is one which is Strikingly 
responsive to fasting and dieting and I have seers 
many hundreds of patients free themselves from 
it through these measures. Recovery from hay 
feaver is usually very simple and depends al- 
most entirely upon dietetic treatment 

When most people think of throat troubles, 
they think of the tonsils. The main work of the 
tonsils is apparently the screening out of im- 
purities and when the patient lives in 
Way as to increase the amount of waste materials 
in the body, the tonsils will frequently enlarge 
by reason of the added work they have to do.
